C hairm an Odell of the Com mittee on 
Accounts of the House of R epresenta­ 
tives, says the New York Tribune, ob­ 
jects to paying tne bills of the under­ 
ta k e r who buried the body of the late 
Edw ard Dean Cook e—at the tim e of 
d ea th representing the V lth District 
(Cook county) of Illinois in congress— 
on the ground tha t they are excessive, 
unreasonable, exorbitant and exceed­ 
ing all bounds ordinarily set for the 
expression of official sorrow on the part 
of congress. 
T he sum total of the bill 
presented is $1,250. 
An itemized account is not before us, 
but from what Mr. Odell is reported to 
have said we may obtain a reasonably 
clear idea of the general c ha ra c te r of 
the services for which paym ent at out­ 
rageously high rates, as is asserted, is 
demanded. Mr, Odell objects more pa r­ 
ticularly, as we understand it, to a 
cha rge of $50 for “ em balm ing the re ­ 
m ains,” which, according to his sta te ­ 
m e nt—and wo are bound to say tha t as 
the owner of large ice interests he must 
be sup{X)red to 9 p<^ak with the au thor­ 
ity and k nowledge of a rival and com- 
oatitor—is three times as much as un­ 
d ertak ers usually ask . 
The cha rge of 
$150 for a “cask et” is another which 
h i think s altogether too great. 
Then, 
too, tiie “ funeral director” ask s $45 for 
three days he was engaged in tra v e l­ 
ing between W ashington and Ciiicago, 
and this, Mr. Odell says, amounts to 
more than his own salary as a con­ 
gressm an for the same time. 
W ithout assuming the privilege of 
do.iiding w hether Mr. Odell is right or 
wrong in the stand he has tak en, we 
cannot resist the tem ptation of point­ 
ing to a num ber of interesting and im- 
oortant problems |)resented by this con­ 
troversy, 
Leaving out of considei’a- 
tion altogethei*—as being entii-ely too 
professional—the (juestion *of w hether 
$>0 is an exorbitant charge for em b alm ­ 
ing a congressman, or no, the following 
thoughts suggest themselves: 
pirgt—If congress desires a less ex­ 
pensive testimonial of its grief over 
the d eparture of a colleague, would it 
not be well to order a coffinV 
“ C ask ­ 
ets,” as we understand it, are ord inari­ 
ly used as receptacles of jewels and 
precious ornam ents only. 
And while a 
late lam ented m em ber of the House of 
R epresentatives may frequently have 
been a “ jewel” and “ precious,” there 
is no reason to suppose tha t his re­ 
mains will rest easier because they are 
inclosed in w hat some people not ac­ 
quainted with the m eaning of words 
call a “cask et” instead of a cottin. 
Secon—“ F uneral directors,” we are 
inclined to think , are the outcome of 
“ cask ets,” T hey seem nowadays, at 
any rate, inseparable. 
Both 
come 
high, no doubt, but congres.‘< appa re nt­ 
ly must have them . 
W ill it be 'consid­ 
ered presumptuous in us in the interest 
of economy to propose the em ploym ent 
of undertak ers hereafter instead of 
“ funeral direetors’'? 
T hird —T he question of w hether a 
“ funeral director” is worth as much 
])ay as a Congressman, or, if more, how 
much more, is one we freely confess 
ourselves unable to decide otT-hand. It 
is one of extrem e delicacy and one re ­ 
quiring an adjustm ent as nice and ac­ 
cu rate almost as tha t called for by the 
most intricate schedule of the Tariff 
bill. Honestly we shrink from the task 
and the labor it would involve and 
gladly leave it in hands more compe­ 
tent than ours. 
These are some of the thoughts tha t 
have come to us upon reading Mr. 
O dell’s objections and noting this fail­ 
ure to see why the re should bo a differ­ 
ence of a thousand dollars between the 
expense of burying a R epresentative 
and a common, ordinary, everyday em ­ 
ploye of the House. 
W e are unable, 
we "repeat to express an ojunion as to 
w hether $1,250 is, or is not, an exorbi­ 
ta nt <'harge for the burial of the late 
Edward Dean Cook e, though we are 
free to say tha t we should consider tha t 
sum, or indeed, any other sum which 
m ight be named, a bargain-counter 
offering in the cases of some other peo­ 
ple we k now of.

T he prevalance of insect i>ests, tha t 
prey on fruit and grain crops, is a ttr i­ 
buted to the wholesale slau ghter of 
birds during the last twenty years and 
more. 
No fewer than 
insect 
destroying birds are k illed every year 
for ornam ents to women’s hats. 
T he 
insect plague increases in proportion as 
the birds tha t once thronged i» ur fields 
and meadows are k illed ofi. 
M assachusetts has a law against k ill­ 
ing of birds of any k ind, excepting Eng­ 
lish sparrows, crows, crow black birds, 
j ,ys, birds of urcyand wild geese. Tliis 
law passed in

a feather or bird is liable to the tine,as 
the state and local officials have orders 
to strictly enforce the law. 
One result of the law will be tha t the 
birds in other states will be protected; 
as it m ak es no difference w here the 
feathers were obtained. 
Sk ins, and 
feathers brought in from other states 
are all on the sam e footing. 
Many iniluential women are back of 
the law, socially prom inent in Boston 
and other large cities. 
Of course this 
will lead to m aterial modification in 
the head ornam ents of women; and the 
stand tak en by M assachusetts with the 
leading women of the state behind the 
movement, will have the effect to bring 
about a reform ation in other states,and 
we may look for an erea within a few 
years of more birds and fewer insects.

1 imp oster was tie* cau se of the deat^i of 
: Charles Chadb and. It was not. He died 
of an ordinary disease— consu mp tion, 
in fact. Bu t that u nhap p y accident did 
I ov ershadow the whole of Charles Chad* 
b and’s life. 
It did p rev ent him from 
j taking the p lace and fame to which he 
was ju stly entitled. 
It lu is j;r* v ented 
the general p u b lic from reading one sin­ 
gle line of his v ery excellent works. 
( 
As his literary execu tor I hav e had 
no choice hu t to destroy ev ery line of 
his manu scrip t, in accordance with his 
orders. 
Not a single cop y lias b een 
taken, and not one word of his works 
that his friends rememb er may b e com­ 
mitted to writing. 
I do not easily b e­ 
liev e in the existence of geniu s, b u t I 
b eliev e that Charles Chadb and 
had 
geniu s. 
Some, far more comp etent to 
ju dge than I am, thou ght the same. As 
I watched the last sp arks die ou t in the 
b ig p ile of b u rned p ap er it seemed a 
p ity that so mu ch work and su ch won­ 
derfu l gifts shou ld b e all wasted for 
su ch a stu p id, ignob le, maddening rea­ 
son— b ecau se the au thor had inherited 
the name of a character in Dickens, 
j 
He was v ery sensitiv e, b u t, u nlike 
' most v ery sensitiv e men, he was not 
affected or v u in. 
When I was first in- 
: trodu eed to him, la* said, lau ghing, 
that he was no relation to the original 
Chadb and. 
He rev eled in Dickens and 
wou ld qu ote the original Chadb and 
freely. 
I had known him a long time 
b efore I knew that the coincidence of 
the names gav e him any trou b le at all. 
It was long b efore I cou ld make ou t 
why lie wou ld not p u b lish anything. 
He u sed to giv e the most ab su rd reasons 
for his reticence, and when driv en into 
a corner he Mou ld say that he was going 
to p u b lish, b u t not v et. 
One night, 
when I had ju st finished a long story of 
his, 1 imp lored him to let me take it 
away with me to London and see what 
cou ld b e done. 
“ N o,” he said. 
“ No­ 
b ody wou ld p u b lish it. ” 1 told him that 
it might b e refu sed b y fiv e men ou t of 
six, b u t that the sixth wou ld afterward 
b e p rou d I hu t he had accep ted it, 
Then, qu ite u nexp ectedly, the secret 
came ou t. “ No seriou s w ork,” he said, 
“ cou ld p ossib ly do anything associated 
w ith tIn* name of Chadb and.” 
Ho said 
it so light heu rtedly that 1 thou ght he 
was once more p u tting me off w ith a 
wrong reason, b u t 1 soon fou nd that he 
was sincere. 
Ho imagined rev iewers 
making jests ab ou t his name and owned 
that lie wou ld not b e ab le to stand it 
This su rp rised me, for he frequ ently 
joked alxiu t his name himself, and so 
did his friends. 
II« ' defended himself. 
“ T ha t’s different,” he said. 
“ That 
is in conv ersation, among men that. I 
know. 
Bu t I cou ld not hav e some v u l­ 
gar b ru te who did not know me at all 
doing tlm same thing in cold p rint. 
If 
wou ld p resent my stu ff from the wrong 
p oint of v iew. 
No, the associations « if 
th« « name are too strong. 
If you are 
called Chadb and, you are called Chad 
b and, and th« T« ’s an end of it. 
You 
may do w hat you like in p riv ate, hu t 
you can come b efore tlm p u b lic only as 
an intemp erate, hyp ocritical, deliciou s 
ass, and 111 no other character w hat­ 
ev er. ’ ’ 
He wou ld not h» *ar of a p seu donym 
»>r of anonymity. If his work su cceeded, 
the secret wou ld b e fou nd ou t, and h« 1 
wou ld b e ashamed. 
If it did not su e 
('« «><1—and he did not think it wou ld— 
it. was not worth ins while to add to 
th« « annu al ou tp u t of b u d hooks. 
“ Why 
mako all this f u s s ab ou t nothing?” 1 
said, angry with his ob stinacy. “ If you 
think it matmrs one straw — thou gh 
11 
does not—change you r name once for 
all and b e done with it ” 
lit* said that 
it. wou ld b e sheer cowardice, and h«« 
cou ld not dream of it. 
Very u nfortu nately, he had p riv ate 
means. Pov erty might hu v o driv en him 
to ov ercome his sensitiv eness and to 
p u b lish. 
Had he done so it wou ld hav e 
b een cu riou s to watch the growth of an 
entirely new set of associations arou nd 
the name Chadb and. 
I think he was 
strong enou gh to hav e redeemed the 
name. 
lie was u nm arried—said that he « lid 
not b eliev e 111 the hereditary p rincip les 
u s ap p lied to jokes. 
His real reason for 
not marrying was, of cou rse, the dis- 
« u se of which he died, 
lie worked « x 
ceedingly hard, and, as he knew, to no 
p u rp ose. 
He wou ld not own that he 


t o o k p leasu re in his work. 
“ N o,” he 
sau l, “ it’s like smoking— 1 get no p leas­ 
u re from it, b u t 1 shou ld miss it if 1 
gav e it u p . ” 
He took enormou s p ains 
with his work and finished it as thor 
fiu ghly as thou gh it were to constitu te 
his ap p eal to the world on tin* follow­ 
ing day. 
He kep t the final cop y of 
ev erything he ap p rov ed, b u t his in­ 
stru ctions \v « >re that it was all to b e 
b u rned as soon as p ossib le after his

Harry Fitzgerald, who was a p assen­ 
ger from Ju neau on the Walla Walla, 
which arriv ed Satu rday, b rings v alu a­ 
b le news regarding the two b est known 
p asses to the Klondike— the Chilkat 
and the White. 
“ I went ov er the White p ass to Lake 
Linderman on Ju ne 17, ju st a month 
b efore the work on the trail was com­ 
p leted, ” said he. “ I think it is b y all 
odds the b est of all the p asses, and I do 
not u nderstand why so many go b y the 
way of 
the Chilkat, p articu larly at 
this time of the year. 
“ O 11 the American side p riv ate indi­ 
v idu als hav e b u ilt the White p ass trail, 
ami th« « Canadian gov ernment had 25 
men working for fou r months on the 
Dominion side, so that tlmre is now a 
fin« ' b road trail ov er which horses and 
mu les can trav el easily. The trail starts 
at Shagaway, ab ou t three m iles, from 
Dyea, and in a more accessib le landing 
p lace than the latter 
“ From Hhagaway, where a w harf is 
to b e b u ilt, the road rises steadily and 
continu ou sly u ntil tin- su m m it is reach­ 
ed at a p oint 1,100 feet lower than the 
highest p oint on the Chilkat. 
The de­ 
scent to Lake Linderman is ab ou t the 
same as on the C hilkat 
Packing ov « *r 
the White p ass costs 15 cents a p ou nd.” 
Mr Fitzgerald states that great qu an­ 
tities of food are p iled u p along the 
trail at interv als all the way from Dyea 
to Sheep s Camp , which is six miles 
from th<* su mmit. 11«* says that in some 
p lae* s tlx* p iles are as high as two story 
hou ses. Not half of these p rov isions can 
get ov er this winter, b u t J 
10 says that 
th« -r<* 
is little danger of sp oiling, as 
nearly all is canned goods and Hou r 
in stou t canv as sacks. 
The Indian cu r­ 
riers aro working for those who p ay the 
most, and as the ru sh is increasing and 
the adv entu rers are im p atient the n a ­ 
tiv es ar« ' getting rich. 
Mr. Fitzgerald 
will r« >tu rn in fou r months. 
IIis desti­ 
nation will 1)0 the Stewart riv er, where 
he b eliev es the discov eries will ©clip s« * 
those of the Klondike.— New

month in sp ite of the fact that tb o re­ 
ceip t« were greatly swelled b y the ru sh 
of imp orters to get goods into the cou n­ 
try b efore the n« *w tariff act went into 
effect and b y the heav y p u rchases of 
b eer stamp s b y b rewers to sav e the 
p er cent reb ate. 
Owing to these two cau ses the re­ 
ceip ts for th« * month were swelled to an 
aggregate of $39 ,027,368.25, or $10,- 
000,000 more than tin? normal receip ts 
for a month u nder the old tariff law 
For Ju ly of last you r tin* receip ts from 
all sou rces were $29 ,029 ,209 ,33. 
Large as were the receip ts for the 
month ending today, tin* « xp eu ditu res 
were still linger, amou nting to $49 ,* 
89 3,000 as against $42,088,468.05 for 
the same month last year. 
More than 
$5,000,000 of this increase is on accou nt 
of p u b lic works u nder the direction of 
the war dep artment b rou ght ab ou t b y

DOGS IN WAR . 


H ow 
t h e 
St. 
B e r n a r d

In the p resent day the British army 
seem« the only one iu which dogs are 
not trained either as sp ies, messengers 
u r to help the wou nded. The Germans, 
french, Au strian« , Ru ssians and Ita l­ 
ians hav e all fou nd them to b e worth 
the trou b le. The Germans hav e dev oted 
themselv es chiefly to the training o* 
dogs for carrying messages to and from 
ou tp osts and p ickets and the main b odies 
of troop s. 
For this p u rp ose they find 
p ointers are the b est, b u t Scotch sheep 
dogs and short haired sp orting dogs ar© 
mu ch liked, as are also the clev er little 
Pomeranians, which learn v ery qu ickly 
and are v ery strong and swift. 
In the 
German army the b est trainers are the 
men of the Jag« *r regiments, and a sp e­ 
cial officer and a sp ecial b ody of men 
ar« * told off to look after the dogs. They 
are tau ght to march w ithou t frisking 
ab ou t, to av oid b arking, b u t, with their 
wonderfu lly qu ick ear to warn if stran­ 
gers are near, b y p ointing or b y a low 
growl. 
They are trained to carry mes­ 
sages u p to 2 !« miles b y known roads, 
and b eyond that distance • to find their 
own way across cou ntry. To men in the 
same u niform they are tau ght to b e 
ob edient. 
Iu the Ru ssian army a kind of b ig St. 
Bernard mastiff is u sed; also wolf and 
sheep « logs. 
These, equ ip p ed w ith a 
flask containing b randy or sou p and a 
p acket of b andages hu ng rou nd their 
necks, are tau ght to find ou t the wou nd­ 
ed lying among b u shes or u nev en grou nd 
and to offer them restorativ es, standing 
meanwhile with tlu ir forefeet p lanted 
and b arking to attract attention. 
They 
are ev en harnessed to little handcarts, 
su ch as we see them u se in Btdgian 
and German towns, and can dr;ig two 
wou nded men. 
The French, in their 
wars in Tu nis and Algiers, hav e u sed 
dogs; also the Ru ssians in their last 
Tu rkish war. In A u stria they hav e b een 
emp loyed to discov er amb u scades. 
The 
Du tch in Acheen fou nd them most u se­ 
fu l in p rev enting solitary sentries in 
thick ju ngle ou tp osts b eing su rp rised b y 
stealthy nativ es. The Italian sentries in 
the Alp s ar« ' always accomp anied b y 
dogs. — United Serv ice Magazine.

T h e M**t.hod b y W h i c h 
t h e I n s e c t Emit** 
Its B e a u t i f u l L igh t , 
“ By what p rocess do fireflies p rodu ce 
th« * b eau tifu l flashes of light?” T hat is 
a qu estion frequ ently asked, and as en­ 
tomological b ooks fail to giv e a satis­ 
factory ri’p ly the following exp lanation 
may b o interesting: 
I hav e made a sp ecial stu dy of the 
light, and carefu lly examined the mech­ 
anism of the illu m inating segments iu 
b oth male and female sp ecimens. 
The 
light emitted, when tested b y the sp ec­ 
troscop e, giv es a b rilliant sp ectru m, 
which is continu ou s throu gh all the 
colors from the re« l to the v iolet rays. 
The illu m inating organs consist of dis­ 
tinct 
sp herical 
cells, 
each 
one of 
which is ab ou t 1.2000 of-an inch in 
diameter, and the b eetle has p ower to 
illu m inate one or many of these cells at 
will, p rodu cing light, of corresp onding 
intensity. The cells contain a flu id sat­ 
u rated with p hosp horu s, and the cov er­ 
ing of the cell is so thin that atmosp here 
coming iu contact with it may affect 
the contents. 
It has b een su ggested that the b eetle 
p rodu ces the flashes of light or renders 
tho p hosp horu s su ddenly lu minou s b y 
electricity—b y the injection of warm 
flu ids—or b y friction. 
Bu t it is certain 
that the flash of light is made in an­ 
other way. We may clearly trace a con­ 
nection 
b etween 
the 
sp iracles 
and 
trachea (sp iral air tu b es) of the b eetle 
and each of the illu m inating cells, and 
find that tho little creatu re renders the 
p hosp horu s contained in the cells lu m i­ 
nou s b y forcing air u p on them. The cells 
wli« *ii thu s excited emit light from their 
su rface. 
We may imitate the act of the b eetle 
b y dissecting one and p lacing the illu m i­ 
nating organ u nder a microscop e, cov ­ 
ered b y a thin glass cov er. 
W. n the 
cov er is lifted so -as to adm it a little air, 
th*« cells b ecome lu minou s. 
We may add that the name “ firefly” 
is a misnomer, as the “ lightning b u g” 
is ¡i tru e b eetle, b elonging in the natu ral 
order caleop tera, and 
in the family 
lamp yridae. — D. K. Winder in I)« « troit 
Free Press.
